criminal to whem he was compelled 
to act as labourer in the enginecrs’ 
shop.

One stroke of the pen can intro- 
, duce one of the greatest reforms in 
the history of prison administra.

The most appalling discovery 1] 
eyer made -during my four years 
was that 90 per cent, of these “red 


collar” ‘men had been evnvicted for’

Prison life breeds ai grim 
humour. 

My diary recalls: the exploite ot 
the most difficult prisoner in 
Britain, He is the man who .can- 
not be kept in an ordinary prigot 
cell. He is faniiliarly*known as 
“Old Bill,” and British newspapers 
some years ago, reported a ense of 
a warder who recaived the 0.B.E 
for the recapture of an‘escaped pri- 
soner from ‘a roof. The escapes 
prisover was “Old Bill.” 

The diary entry reada:—t 

“Old Bill at it again. ‘Seven 
o'clock last night all qufet on. iand 
ing. Bill’s clothes were ‘ouside hia 
door, «3 his previous escapes led th: 
authorities to adopt this procedure. 
Bill’s door was locked. Warder's 
inspection”. 0.1. . Twenty minutes 
later all alarmed - sounding escape 
hooter, _. Rumour Old Bill out.” .- 

The following day my diary re- 
cords :— 

“Heard to-di ny. of Bill's. amazing 
escapade, Bill was not in bed 
when warder inspected. - Sub- 
stituted dunyny of mailbags on 
bed. Bill not only got out of own 
cell unheard, but unlocked door of 
his mate three cells away, and both 
evaded warders patrolling, silent 
hall. Under noses of warders Bil) 
und his companion let themee!ves 
out of hall through two , heavily 
locked doors. Plot failed by war- 
der seeing gas lamp turned out in 
the grounds. Alarm sounded im 
mediately, and Bill and/mate caught- 
as climbing wall to final freedom. 
Bill in for six years ‘and mate‘in f01 
life for blackmail. ‘hose men 
would have stopped at nothing had 
they yot away.” 

The ingenuity of “Ord Bill” ‘Is 
worthy of record. He was work. 
ing out on fields on which there 
was itn. old rubbish heap. Here 
had been thrown a disused box of 
water paints, which had presum- 
ably reen the property of a war: 
der'’s child. : 

“Old Bill” pounced upon this box 
as a valuable find. Another pri- 
soner, it is-believed, reported Bil) 
for having paints in his cell.. ~ , 

Warders were sent to Bill's cell to 
conduct a thorough: search, H 
was here that his greatest friend, 
his rat, came to the rescue. The 
rat was ordered into its cage as 
soon as the warders entered the cet! 
Everything in that bare cell was 
senrched, even down to “Old Bill’s 
clothes. The rat cage was moved 
to every spot on the floor, Eventual: 


_{ly the warders retired without the 


paints, and “Old Bill” and the rat 
chuckled. Under the rat, safely 
ensconced in the straw, were the 
precious paints. 

. . The “Torture - Chamber: ” 

“Old Bill” became temporarily 
subdued.. He had found the end ot 
a cigarette and had been discovered 
by tha warders in possession of it 
The result -was his removal’ to the 
punishment cells on a diet of bread 
and water. ’ 

The prison was alarmed a few. 
Saturdays ago to’ find that “Old 
Bill” had even escaped from the 
punishment cells, and was agilely 
climbing thadrain pipe to the roof 
of the workshops. This- time he 
made no secret of ‘his escape. On 
his rapid progress to the roof he 
shouted gaily to the four winds of 
heaven that he was free again, 

Most warders in the prison were

mand to descend “Old Bill's” 
flippant retort was that-here wis‘ a

settlement which is being evolved 
with the active co-operation of the 
European non-official! delegates, it 
is in the. best‘ interests of tha 
Europenn community of India as a 
whole that individual expressions 
‘of opinion should as far as possible 
be avoided until the new Council) 
in congultation with. the Branch 
Committees throughout India, shall 
have had- the opportunity of con- 
sidering afresh the Association's 
policy.” 

‘Mr. T, ‘Chapman Mortimer, net: 
General-Seeretary, ‘said un- 
animity and = co-operation among 
Europeans in India would be 
absolutely vital during the year 
ahead of them. He = stressed the 
need of constitutional commercial 
safeguards by ‘special acts in the 
new constitution,’ which would only 
be changeable by the Imperial 
Parliament — not* by the Central 
Legislature. 

Also provision should b¢é made to 
make discriminatory legislation im: 
possible. 

Mr, Travers’s Action. 

The -Bombay' Branch’s’ resolution 
is in the nature. of a comment on 
the action of Mr. Travers; Pre- 
sident of the European Association 
who, in a letter to the Press. re- 
pudiated the views expressed by Mr 
Gavin Jones, one of the European 
non-official delegates to the Round 
Table Conference, in his speech in 
London last week. . 

Mr, Travers criticised Mr, Gavin 
Jones's: acquiescence in the policy 
of responsible Government in the 
Central Administration and de- 
clared he jad thus not only gone 
beyond British opinion in India, but 
failed to carry out the instructions 
implied in the European Associn- 
tion’s resolution that “the members 
of the Governer-General’s Executive 
should be appointed -by the 
Governor-General to ‘hold office for 
a fixed period and should not be re- 
moved by a vote of the Assembly.” 
Mr. Gavin Jones's Defence. 

Mr, Gavin Jones, interviewed in 
London, defended himself on the 
ground that the situation had been 
completely changed by“the attitude 
of the Princes and the consequent 
introduction of the Federal igea 
into the Round Table discussions. 

The Madras Branch Committee 
meanwhile passed 2 resolution un- 
animously disapproving of the Pre- 
sident’s repudiation of Mr. Gavin 
Jones and the Executive Com- 
mittee’s action in - supporting the 
President. 
the Madras representative on the 
Council of the European Associa- 
tion, ‘telegraphed to Calcutta: “I 
consider it impossible to repudiate 
the European delegate at the Round 
Table Conference’—a sentiment 
which the ‘Madras..Branch Com- 
mittee promptly, endorsed.
